9, The field has an EewW runvay, 50 to 60 meters wide, which starts between 
kilometer stones ).7 and 4.8 on the Mirow (" Sh/U 33) ~ Vietzen (N 5h/

also an NW-SE runway, about 35 meters wice, which begins 200 to 250 
meters north of the canal bridge on the old Laera-Petaor (N 54/0 33) 
lane, and terminates to the north botween kilometer stones 7o3 and 
72. of the Mirovr--Vietzen road, The apzign on the northern end of the 
IvwSE runway is about 50 meters in diareter.

10. On 27 Ogtober no Shange was observed at the radio station with four 
masts on the southern perimeter of Neu-Gaarz, Several local residents 
said that the operative personnel consisted of one officer and 10, EM. 

A radio mast eight meters high was southwest of Neu-Gaarz, (6) *he 
top was braced by four wires of which two opposite wires were not 
insulated whereas the other two had insulators about 8 meters from the 
masthead, The mast was braced by four more cuy-wires about 1 3 meters 
above the ground. ALL four of these wires had insulators about 30 om 
from the mast. At the side of the mast at the top was a reel-lLike 
device on which a single wire was wound, One end af the wire ran dom 
the mast and the_other end ran to a point about SO meters from the pole

connected, A radio truck was about 8 meters east of the mast. An over= 
head cable led from the mast to the installation having four masts. 


li. On the Mirow-Retsow road where a field path branches off to the north 
east near kilometer stone 1.7 and leads toward hill 77, another mast 
about 0 meters high was seen, The mast was about 500 meters east of 
the Cirow-Retzow road, almost in the extension of the southern edze 
of the ti. rumvay, At the top of the mast were four suyewires which 
had insulators about 10 meters from ‘the top of the mast alony: the 
wires, Two additional wires, which were not insulated, were also at 
the top of the mast, They ran toward the rumvay, and were anchored 
about 60 neters fron the mast. Adout 1.2 neters below the top of mast 
were four more suy—vires which had insulators about 30 em from the mast, 
and which were anchored about 5 meters from the mast, About 2.5 meters

12. A bunker with a generator was about 150 meters east of the ltLrow-Retsow 


road, in the extension of the runway. A row of five lamps beaming yollow- 
red Licht was about halfway between the bunker and the road, almost 
parallel to the road. (0) Wight similar lamps extended from the bunker 

in the extension of the runmvay toward the cast as far as the mast near hill 
77. ALL Lamps beamed their lights to the east. Toward the evening on 

27 October a large searchlight with a generator was dulled near the bunker 
in the extension of the runway. The searchlight pointed toward the rumray 
and beamed its light in this direction during flights, A wooden mast, about 
8 meters high with a yellow-red lamp at its top and next to it a bunker 
with a gencrator,was about 250 meters west of kilometer stone 1.8. 


13. The mast on hill 77 was strictly guarded, The Mirow-Retzow road was blocked 


during flying activity about 150 meters north and gouth of the rumvay, Old 
but intact AA gun emplacements were in the area around the mast on hill 77.

14. On 3 November, the field was observed from its western edge, It was occu- 


pied by 36 jet fighters with swept-back wings, parked on the eastern edge,

for the first tine. The present location of the set has not been reported.
